Goueral Seott will advise Obregon
that Washington officlals decline to
con=ent to & discusslon of any other
quedtion than the working out of nome
method for capluring Villa and elim-
inating furtber border troubles.

It In expected that Obregon will re-
fuse 10 dincuns any other question than
the withdrawal of American troops
If wo, the conference can only adjourn.

Obregon this morning exchanged
mensages with Carranzs ot Mexico
City. Two messengers also arrived at
Juarez this morning with additional
secret instructions.

RUSSIA INTENDS

10 STAY “DRY”

VODKA WILL BE UNDER BAN, BUT
LIGHT WINES AND BEER WiLL
DE PERMITTED IN LIMITED
QUANTITIES

PETROGRAD, May 2.—Russia will
continue “dry” after the war, so far
ur vodka is concerned. The limited
sale of beer and light wines will be
permitted.

The bill for both prohibition and
linitations has been introduced in the
dJuma and its passage is assured. The
eczar and his advisors approve it

Finland is not included.

“It |s torbidden to produce alcobol
for vodka,” says the bill, “or to im-
port aleohol.”

Alcohol production for mechanical
and medicinal purposes is authorized
only by the government. Ita sale, ex-
cept by the government, Is prohibited.
The order against production will in-
clude individuals, even though thelr
product be only for their own house-
hold consumption.

The sale of beer and light wines will
be prohibited except in towns. Loeal
councils may prohibit it altogether.

The government also will limit the
percentage of alcohol In both beers
and wines.
